No. 32972 - Sch -NRHM -520 /2013 -H.- In partial modification to the earlier notification 
issued vide this Department letter No. 21833 -H ., dated the 6th September 2005 pertaining to 
State Level Quality Assurance Committee , Governmenthave been pleased to reconstitute the said 
Committee as well as District Level Quality Assurance Committee as per the recent guidelines 
of the Government of India , Ministry of Health & Family Welfare , New Delhi comprising of the 
following members for the purpose of ensuring of sterilization procedure in respect of 
pre -operative measures, operational facilities and post-operative follow ups . 

2. The Quality Assurance Committee will collect and publish six monthly report of the 
numbers of persons sterilized as well as the number of deaths or complications arising out of the 
sterilization operation .

5. The terms of reference of the above mentioned Committee are as follows : 


(a ) The Collector of all Districts are to review the family planning performances of 

empanelled doctors and operationalisation of FDS Centres on regular basis and 
submit a report to Government. 
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(b ) The Chief District Medical Officer of all districts are to conduct facility audit and 

process observation by the DQCA members on regular basis , discuss the 
observations in the quarterly DAC meeting and submit the minutes of the meeting to 

the Director, Family Welfare , Odisha. 
(c ) The Director, Family Welfare, Odisha is to get the list of empanelled surgeons from 

all the Districts with their performances during the period and basing on their 
performances issue show -cause notice to the O & G Specialists not conducting 

sterilization operations. 
(d ) Ameeting ofHeads of O & G Departmentof all three Medical Colleges willbe convened 

under the Chairmanship of Director, Family Welfare to review the post-partum 
sterilization and post -partum IUCD Service provision and performance further the 
Director, Family Welfare will also convey a meeting of post-partum Centres to 

review the same regularly . 
(e ) Carbon dioxide to be used during laparoscopic operations and mandatory pregnancy 

testbefore sterilization operations . 
(f) As per the directives from Ministry ofHealth & Family Welfare , the “Home delivery of 

contraceptives by ASHA ” which is being implemented in 18 high focus districts at 
present is to be extended to all 30 districts , the 12 non -high focus districts and the 
orientation and trainings for the scheme will be taken up with immediate effect and 
the scheme will be rolled out accordingly . 


(g ) The involvement in private hospital in providing family planning services will be 

streamline and possibilities of " Santusti” Scheme under Jana Sankshya Sthirata 
Kosh (JSK ) will be explored for Urban Areas .
